During one of his many trips, based 
on “tips,” Bert Donaldson traced 
Tillery to Mexico City. here he 
found Ed Ellis, said to be Tillery’s 
confederate, and induced Ellis to re- 
turn to Atlanta voluntarily. Ellis was 
tried and found guilty, and paid a 
heavy fine. Tillery, however, suc- 
ceeded in eluding the sleuth and it 
was not until 1926 that Donaldson 
sueceeded in picking up his trail, this 
time in Vancouver. C. The investi- 
gator made a fruitless sie to Canada 
and was murdered a few days follow- 
ing his return, 

Besides being wanted in Atlanta for 
his connection with confidence activi- 
ties, Tillery was @ fugitive from jus- 
tice, being under a nine year sentence

The time was placed at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon ( Venezyelan 
time) when Redfern’s fuel supply was 
near exhaustion, since at that time, 
if still in the air, he lad been fly- 
ing nearly fifty hours. He had esti- 
mated his gasoline consumption at 
10 gallons an bour and had 518 gal- 
lons in the monoplane's tanks on leay- 
ing here. 

Message Reported. 

The only: other report of an air- 
plane came f-om St. conta Bag Fia.. 
Friday, when a radio operator said he 
picked up a message relayed from 
+ Nassau, Bahamas, stating that a ves- 
sel had sighted the monoplane 300 
miles east of the Bahamas. 

His friends feel assured that Red- 
fern would be able to sustain him- 
self for a long period of time if he 
has been forced down in the South 
American interior. Besides ten days’ 
reserve rations, the monoplane was 
equipped with safety apparatus which 
included a rifle, fishhooks and other 
means of obtaining food. 

If forced down at sea, Varner 
thinks Redfern was able to keep 
afloat, possibly with the piane, and it 
the craft sank, in the rubber boat 
which was carried along for that pur- 
pose. The huge reservoir tank in the 
tail of the Port of Brunswick was 
fitted with an apparatus by whicb 
Redfern could dump the fuel and thus 
keep the plane afloat. Whether the 
pilot, if trouble was encountered, bad 
had time to do this was the ques- 
tion. .

Vague reports that the sound of an 
airplane’s motor were heard over the 
mouth of the Orinoco river Saturday 
afternoon—at about the time that 
Redfern was due at Rio de Janeiro 
from Brunswick, Ga., where he hopped 
off Thursday——furnished only faintest 
hope that he might be safe somewhere 
in the wild interior of Brazil.

RADIOS AT RIO 
CONTINUE SEARCH. 

Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, August 29. 
(P)—At 4 o'clock this afternoon 
the whereabouts of Paul Redfern, 
intrepid Georgia flier, were still a 
matter of anxious, yet hopeful con- 
jecture, — 


The National Telegraphs continue 
to canvass all points, Jand telegraphs 
and wireless stations, along the coast 
and in the interior, but no word has 
eome from the missing aviator. 


The hope entertained for the safety 
of; Redfern by some of the Brazilian 
air experts is based upon the fact 
that if he landed on Brazilian soil 
he stands a good chance to reach 
civilization and safety as previously 
has been demonstrated by the two 
Argentines, Duggan and Olivero, the 
Portuguese Sarmento Beires and the 
American Walter Hinton, all of whom 
were forced to descend in the Brazil- 
ian wilderness and reached _ safety 
after several days of silence. 


The anxiety manifested in other 
uarters is due to the fact that Red- 
ern never was sighted on Brazilian 
territory while the reports of his 
being sighted by -a ship near the 
Bahamas and by a native near the 
Orinoco delta so far have not been 
confirmed. 


NO ORDERS 
RECEIVED IN FLORIDA. 

Miami, Fla.. August 20.—(#)—The 
naval base at Key West and the coast 
guard base at Fort Lauderdale report- 
ed tonight ‘that they had no orders 
to begin a search for Paul Redfern, 
missing aviator. 

The equipment at both bases, those 
in charge said, was inadequate for 
an extended search. 

Captain Harry P. Curley, acting 
commander of the Key West base, 
said only one boat, the Tug Bagga- 
duce, is stationed there, and it is 
being overhauled. It can be put into 
service within from 2 to 24 hours, 
Captain Curley said. 

Several coast guard cutters station- 
ed at the base are not capable to ex- 
tended searches, particularly if the 
search requires ocean going duty. 

The Fort Lauderdale base has 
similar cutters, 

Two government seaplanes are sta- 
tioned at Chapman field, south of 
Miami, for prohibition purposes, but 
they are not believed capable of ex- 
tended work unless attached to a base 
ship,“and none of the available boats 
at the two bases are regarded as suit: 
table seaplane base ships.

“THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


The governor has signed the bill 
amending the city charter of At- 
lanta, and thereby, when its pro- 


visions go into effect at a date not 


later than January 15, next, the 


citizens of the city will be saved an 
estimated sum of $750,000 a year 
in water rates alone. Aside from 
this the departments of the city are 
thus put on notice that they can- 


not exceed their budgets and fall 


back upon the water levy to cover 
the deficits. 

For this very excellent piece of 
legislation Judge Ernest C. Kontz fs 
due especial credit. He was not 
only the author of the amendment, 
but of the preliminaries looking to 
its enactment. His services were 
almost constantly given to the 
measure doing its course in the gen- 
eral assembly. 

The amendment provides spe- 
cifically that the charge for water 
shall at no time be higher than the 
rate in force September 1, 1926. 
That means a flat 50 per cent re- 
duction of the rates now in exist- 
ence, the advance having been 
made to meet the overdraft of the 
school board. it provides that at 
no time shall an increase in the rate 
be made to meet a deficiency In 
any department of city government 
excepting only a temporary de- 
ficiency in the water department 
caused by any emergency. 

Another provision of the amend- 
ment which is gratifying is that for- 
bidding the sale or disposal in any 
way and for any purpose of the 
city parks. It provides that any 
member of council negotiating or 
yoting for farming any one of the 
parks out, in whole or in part, shall 
be subject to impeachment. 

Judge Kontz drew this provision 
of the amendment also and secured 
its adoption by council. It was en- 
acted as originally drawn except 
that Councilman John A. White 
very wisely added “all city parks” 
whereas the original draft only 
Stipulated Grant and Piedmont. 
The Fulton delegation, in the house, 
véry properly added the exception 
to the water provision which may 
permit of a temporary rate increase 
only to meet an emergency in the 
water department. 

The amendment is one of the 
most conostructive pieces of legis- 
lation, as affecting Atlanta and her 
citizens, passed by the 1927 assem- 
bly, and the Fulton delegation is to 
be commended for the unity of 
spirit and action that made its en- 
actment possible. 

Water should be provided the 
people of Atlanta and suburbs at 
actual cost. The water department 
should carry its own expenses, in- 
cluding the carrying charges on 
bonds, the maintenance and upkeep 
of mains, etc. It should not seek, 
however, to make any profit, and 
% should not be used as a vehicle 
to raise additional revenues.. 

In safeguarding the city’s parks, 
which are all too few, the amend- 


ment has preserved and protected!

He Went to it under the spur of obli- 
gation to the editorii] management 
of the paper. While the production 
of the stories was not under a sense 
of compulsion, it was done under the 
sense of loyalty to the policy and 
repute of the journal for whose daily 
content he was largely responsible. 
His acute professional pride inspired 
him to do the work to the top-notch 
of his ability and hence the unrivalled 
excellency of his output. : 

I presume it may be allowed that 
Moses created the Hebraic literature 
of history, theology and primary po- 
itical economy. The writer of the 

ok 6f Job gave the earliest example 
of dramatic composition. David sang 
the high notes of psalmody and Solo- 
mon invented the arts of apothemic 
wisdom and spiritual eroticism. The 
Greek heptasophs are credited with 
originating the literature we now call 
classic and initiated the principia of 
arts and science. The Romans pro- 
duced another and wore robust lit- 
erature—pastoral, polemic, juridical 
and historical. The Gauls, the Teu- 
tons and the Anglo-Saxons composed 
the literature of chivalry, conquest, in- 
dustry and social revolutions. The 
Americans developed the spontan- 
eous literature of continental pio- 
neering, of the subjugation of nat- 
ural and savage forces, of state con- 
struction, freedom fashioning, and the 
common arts of living in contentful in- 
dependence.

The World Literature.. 

All these racial and continental en- 
deavors have contributed to the con- 
tent of what is now known as the 
world literature. As languages be- 
came more internationalized the s1- 
lient outputs of national authors ob- 
tained translation into other and 
many tongues, until the cultured man 
and woman of today must be a living 
authologican, unalien to any great

His primacy is attested 
by the long and growing line of imi- 
tators of his art. They have entered 
many fields of fictional invention in 
endeavors to produce another novel 
line of folklore, but as yet with in- 
different success.

It is as imcapable 
of successful replication as a portrait 
by Rubens or Rembrandt, or a scul 
ture by Angelo or Giotto. “Unele 
Remus” will stand peerless—ne plus 
ultra of a negro persoxality and im- 
a that have perished from the 
earth. 

The dialect that Harris used in the 
Uncle Remus stories is that of the 
old-time middle-Georgia household 
servant. Their type is practically ex- 
tinct. The writer of this. was him- 
self brought up under the plantation 
chaperonage of one of those trusted 
and faithful old body servants, and 
now does not know of one who sur+ 
vives, tl | 
Their vocabulary was that of the 
kitchen and the curtilage cabin, was 
the quaint and quizzical expression 
of their semi-sophisticated child-minds, 
and larded with the humor of primi- 
tive psychoanalism. Only a _ person 
reared among those simple domesticat- 
ed negroes could fully apprehend their 
trains of thought and their original 
terminologies, which explains why 
most of the alleged “negro dialect” of 
the present day is the veriest travesty 
of that which makes Uncle Remus 
the fascinating character that he is. 


Dedicated to Posterity. 

Out of a very humble early en- 
vironment Joel Chandler Harris be- 
came, by sheer force of genius and in- 
dustry the pre-eminent figure that he 
is in the literature of the world. His 
tales, minus, of course, of the dialect, 
have been translated intc many lan- 
guages. These adoptions have been 
for their esteemed value as the classic 
folklore of the age that gave the 
stories their color and character. 

- But Harris was more than a weav- 
er of negro stories for the entertain- 
ment of children. He was a reason- 
ing philosopher. His editorials in The 
Constitution and his essays for maga- 
zine pages were marked by straight 
thinking and high ideals of behavior- 
ism by the individual or the publicist. 
His self-abnegating modesty alone 
kept him from statesmanship and im- 
mersed in the anonymity of journal- 


ism. 

Down in Putnam county, in whose 
county town of Eatonton he was 
born and spent his boyhood, Harris 
and Wncle Remus will never lack 
for memorials and perpetual honors. 
On the tablet imposed upon the public 


claimed by the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution as the “most distinguished son 
of Putnam county and beloved of all 
the world.” 

The Constitution values the honor 
of having beew the fosterer of this 
unique literateur and the vehicle 
through which he confributed a new 
and permanent classification to the 
literature of mankind.

Washington, August 20.—(4)—Con- 
tributions of the federal government

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To Die in Carolian Hills 


Tryon, N. C., August 29.—(7)—A 
weary, aging man stood among the 
hills he loved yesterday and pleaded 
in vain with those who had come to 
take him away. 

He was John Early, leper, asking 
that he be let alone and allowed to 
stay his few remaining years in. the 
mountains which nurtured him in his 
youth. And nine federal and county 
officers. who had come te get him 
to return to the leprosarium in Loui- 
ana were held well nigh speechless 
for nearly an hour by the power of 
his appeal. 

Today carly was speeding south- 
ward on a train while Tryon breathed 
easy and his kin were laying plans 
to appeal to the court and health serv- 
ice to let them make bond to keep 
him near them, but away from soci- 
ety. But standing coatless yesterday 
under a bright afternoon sun which 
brought the perspiration to his brow, 
at the very summit of one of the cliffs 
which had given him strength to re- 
sist the inroads of a dread disease 
for a score of years, the Spanish war 
veteran swept uis finger eloquently 
across the broad expanse of the fer- 
tile valley below him. 

“They don’t have hills like these 
down in Louisiana,” he said. “They 
don’t have this life-giving air and 
the whispers of birds in the tall trees. 
There’s nothing much but roads of 
level homes and the river, 

“I don’t want to go back there any 
more,” and he shook bis finger at the 
officers. “Haven't they kept me cooped 
up long enough? For 19 years they 
have persecuted me, hounded me, car- 


ried me back whenever I ran away. I 
|only want to be left alone and I 
won't barm anybody. 

“They've tried to take my liberty 
away and they’ve done it. But they 
can’t take my pension. Back in fhe 
days of the war with Spain I learned 
that and the courts have told them 
so.” 

He had been hiding back of the 
home of his brother, Matt, when Unit- 
ed States Marshal srownlow Jackson 
and his men came with Dr. C,. C. 
Barantine and J. E,. Wintz, oi the 
United States public health service. 
These latter two brought him out and 
tried to persuade him to return witb 
them.

BIG WEEVIL CROP 
IN SOUTH GEORGIA 


Production of cotton has been cur- 
tailed more than 50 per cent in nine 
south Georgia counties by the activi- 
ties of boll weevils, J. C. Maness, of 
the state department of entomology, 
stated Monday on his return from a 
trip through the southern part of 
the state.. 

The ravages of the pest have been 
worse in these counties than in years 
and unless precautionary § steps are 
taken in adjoining counties the wee- 
vils will seriously damage crops in 
those counties, he reported. ‘The mi- 
gratory season is on and unless cal- 
cium is used wisely in the northern 
section of the state the weevils may 
do serious damage there, he said. 

Mr. Maness stated 
in those counties from Sumter to 
Meriwether had. been such that wee- 
vils were worse this year than in sev- 
eral seasons and that the pests are 
now attacking grown bolls. In some 
places the production will be cut 7¢d 
per cent, Mr. Maness said.

YOUTH KILLS SELF 
AS PARENTS PLAN 
FOR HIS BIRTHDAY 


Blackville, S. C., August 29.—(#)— 
While his parents were in Augusta, 
Ga., purchasing presents for his birth- 
day tomorrow, Dunbar Hammond, Jr., 
age 16, accidentally killed himself this 
afternoon with a .38 caliber pistol at 
his home here. Death was iygstantan- 
eous, one ball of the pistol entering 


brain. 

Tomorrow was to have been the 
seventeenth birthday of the youth, the 
only son of Dr. and Mrs. C. D. Ham- 
mond, of Blackville, and his parents 
had gone to Augusta to purchase the 
presents and requisites for a birthday 
party to have been held tomorrow 
night. 

In the presence of three young 
friends of the boy, all members of 
prominent local families, Hammond 
got his father’s pistol, emptied the 
five chambers and replaced four of 
the bullets, arranging them, as he 
thought, so that when he pulled the 
trigger, the plunger would strike an 
empty chamber. 

Turning to Tracy Willis, he said: 
“Yon can’t do this,” put the muzzle 
to his right temple and pulled the 
trigger. The chamber moved to the 
left instead of to the right as he had 
expected, and he was killed. 

The youth is survived by his fa- 
ther and mother, a baby sister: one 
uncle, James Hammond. of Colum- 
bia, S. C.; one aunt, Mrs. Keener, 
of Pensacola, Fla., and paternal 
grandmother, Mrs. Stan Hammond, of 
Asheville, N. C.

His fight to beat the electric chair 
will begin Wednesday, when he will 
be arraigned in general sessions to 
answer an indictment charging him 
with shooting Judson Hewitt L’ratt, a 
paymaster, through the head and steal- 
ing a $4,700 pay roll. 

Graham calmly endured the “line- 
up” at headquarters, when he was 
subjected to the serutiny of his for- 
mer fellow officers and the charges 
against him intoned by an attache.

PRESS MEET SCORES 
PEACE CENSORSHIP 


Geneva, Switzerland, August 29.— 
(P)—That censorship in peace time, 
whether carried out openly or in 
disguised form, is a fundamental ob- 
stacle to the normal exchange of in- 
ternational information, and as such 
renders more difficult understandings 
between nations, was set forth in the 
feature resolution adopted today by 
the International Press conference at 
its closing session. 

However, so long as censorship ex- 
ists in any country, the resolution 
asks that press telegrams submitted 
for censorship be examined by spe- 
cialists and dispatched promptly and 
that newspapermen should be inform- 
ed of the passages suppressed or of 
exceptional delays. 

The resolution concludes that cen- 
sorship should be established only for 
vital reasons and under exceptional 
circumstances. 

Another resolution recommends that 
al! official news should be issued with- 
out preference to all news agencies 
anc newspapers whether national or 
foreign and that equal rates and privi- 
leges should be granted to all.

Washington, August 29.—(7)—The 
opinion of American officials on sup- 
pressing law violations along the in- 
ternational boundary was obtained to- 
day by the Royal Canadian commis- 
sion on customs at a conference with 
representatives of the state, treasury 
and justice departments: Another 
meeting will be held tomorrow.

$20,000 FINE IS SEEN 
FOR RADIO STATION 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, August 29.—W. K. 
Henderson, owner of radio station 
KWHK, in Shreveport, La., charged 
with persistently exceeding the power 
limit fixed in his station’s operating 
permit, faces a $20.000 fine in the 
first proceedings to be brought under 
the recently enacted radio law, it was 
announced by the federal radio com- 
mission today. 

The record of the commission’s in- 
vestigation containing Henderson’s ad- 
mission that KWKH, limited to 1.000 
watts, actually used 3,000 watts for 
40 days, was forwarded to the de- 
partment of justice today with the 
commission’s request that proceedings 
against him be instituted in a ui- 
siana federal -district court. 

Under the radio act of 1927 Hen- 
derson, if convicted, may be fined a 
maximum of $20,000—$500 for each 
of the days on which his station 
jumped its 1,000-watt power assign- 
ment. 

Forty-six stations throughout the 
country, whose 60-day operating per- 
mits expired on August 15 and who 
have not yet sought to have them 
renewed for another 60-day period, 
were notified by the commission today 
that September 6 has been set as the 


deadline for the receipt of renewal ap- 


plications.

Pittsburgh, August 29.—(#)—Fate 
and luck were passengers. on the 
Broadway limited, crack Pennsylvania 
flyer, as it sped through the central 
Pennsylvania mountain region early 
today. 

Fate gained the upper hand near the 
Galliizin tunnel, just outside Altoona, 
when on a sharp curve, one of the 
giant Jocomotives, hauling the club 
car and nine Pullmans, plunged from 
the rails and crashed to the foot of 
a 200-foot hill, a twisted mass of steel 
encasing the crushed bodies of two 
enginemen. Then luck intervened and 
tonight, as passengers recounted their 
escape from death and injury they 
agreed “we were lucky.” | 

A blanket of fog shrouded Penning- 
ton curve as the train, Pride of the 
Pennsy, sped toward New York. As 
the lead Jocomotive came to the right 


bend in the rails, it jumped the tracks 
and plunged down the hill. The sec- 
ond engine bumped to a halt against 
1an embankment. The club car fol- 
(lowed the first locomotive. breaking 
away from a Pullman, which shot out 
linto space half its length to hang 
| suspended over the brink. ‘The auto- 
imatie coupler and pin on the rear of 
this Pullman held fast and the big 
\ steel car with its cargo of human life, 
remained balance... on the hilltop. 
Led by S. L. Seith, a passenger, of 
| Racine, Wis., a rescue party descended 
‘the hill. With borrowed lanterns and 
the light cast by the wrecked loco- 
motive’s fire, which had been spilled 
‘on the hillside. the party went into the 


foreman, from the wreckage. “In 
order to get him to the top of the 
bank, it was necessary to stretch ropes 
similar to the way they are used by 
mountain climbers,” said Seith, “our 
work was futile; for Spangler died 
a short time after we got him out.” 

While railroad officials sought to 
learn the cause of the wreck, passen- 
gers hazarded a guess. Some believed 
high speed on a curve caused the loco- 
motive to jump, while others believed 
a sudden application of the brakes 
was responsible. 

In addition to Spangler, the engi- 
neer, C. L. Garrett, met death. Two 
other trainmen, removed to an AIl- 
toona hospital, were reported in a 
serious condition.

on the Saceo-Vanzetti case for the first 
time since taking office, Attorney Gen- 
eral Arthur K. Reading, of Massachu- 
setts, today told the National Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General, in conven- 
tion here. that in his opinion fairness 
of the trial given the two principals 
was beyond question. 

“The cases should, however,” he de- 
clared. “bring home to the authori- 
ties of the several states the serious- 
ness of some of our legal problems. 
The administration of our criminal 
law should not only be just; it should 
be prompt and expeditious, the rights 
of the individgial charged with crime 
to be safeguarded but not at the ex- 
pense of hapless victims or of the 
general public.” 

The names of Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, Attorney General 
Reading asserted, undoubtedly had 
been seized. upon by socialists, com- 
munists and anarchists, “as an oppor- 
tunity to propagate their doctrines be- 
fore the American public.” 

“T am of the very strong personal 
opinion,” he said, “that the communists 
have been more interested in the prop- 
aganda and in giving publicity to their 
subversive theories than they have 
been in seeking to obtain the libera- 
tion of Sacco and Vanzetti, 


“Fortunately, America does not of- 


fer fertile soil for bolshevistie ideas, 
and the campaign of villification and 
misrepresentation has 
little.”
